Newly amended claims 1 and 3-10 are directed to a species that is independent or distinct from the species originally elected for 
the following reason: The applicant elected (see response filed 10/28/2005) claims drawn to an identification marker wherein the 
optical interference fiber is used to construct a nonwoven fabric (random fiber alignment, see current spccificalion page 21, line 4 to 
page 24, line 6). The current claims are drawn to an identification marker wherein the optical interference fiber is used to construct 
parallel aligned fibers. It is noted that the examiner specifically reminded the applicant that Species 1 from Species Group II was 
elected (see page 8 of the non- final rejection mailed on 3/23/2007). 

Accordingly, claims 1 and 3-10 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected species. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) 
and MPEP § 821.03. The amendment filed on 7/23/2007 presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention and/or species is 
non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03).
